Accordingly in- 
s pec tors have been appointed io 
many oouniies to report tbe con¬ 
dition of flocks of sheep in the 
county and whenever they fee) 
warranted ib asking it, will sak 
that tbe quarantine be raised. 
If this can be accomplished it 
will greatly enhance the sheep 
industry of the state by making 
a demand for the Kentncky pro¬ 
duce which is second to none io 
tbe Union.
